even he, who, I believe, once offered to intro- 
duce a bill for that object, declared to us, in that 
argument, that abolitionists generally attributed 
far more importance to the measure than 
himself did. I take it for granted that he would 
vote for such a measure, but I think it at the 
same time extremely likely that, when the 
House came to be divided, he would find him- 
self in the “ glorious minority of one.” I say 
again to gentlemen of the South, if you want 
peace, if your object is to allay agitation, if 
you want to see what is the real opinion of 
the Representatives of the North, be they whigs 
or administration men, offer yourselves, or get 
some one else to offer, a resolution for the im- 
mediate abolition of slavery in this District, and 
call the yeas and nays upon it—then you will 
|understand what is our feeling on that subject 
‘and what is the feeling of our constituents. As 
matters now stand, we often hear one of the 
| gentlemen of the South speak our own opinions 
_more nearly than any one from the North. I 
believe that this is true in most cases. But 
what I now say is, that you cannot suppress a 
discussion on slavery by suppressing petitions 


for its abolition in this District; and what I, 


‘say of one class of petitions | say of them all. 
I have now in my drawer not less than a hun- 
dred and fifty of them, waiting till we shall be 
allowed an opportunity to present them to the 
House, and I will here say that I think these 
petitioners have ground to inquire of this House 
how it happened that, while the reception of 
petitions is pre-eminently and most emphatical- 
|ly the business of this House, we have been 
fifty days in session, and yet the Representa- 
tives from only two States have been permitted 
to present the petitions of their constituents. 


There was this difference letween the two 


propositions: the proposition of the latter gen- 
tleman did not make the question of reception 
the issue ; that of the other gentleman (which 
is the proposition now before the House) did 
make the question of reception the issue. The 
one proposed to hang up between heaven and 
earth the question of reception, so that nobody 
should know whether abolition memorials 


were received or not; and we had an edifying | 


debate on that very question, in the course of 
which I recollect that an astute gentleman from 
Kentucky (Mr. Underwood) said that his vote, 
for or against the resolution, would depend on 
that point ; but that,as the resolution stood, he 
could not tell whether the memorials were re- 
ceived or not. [Laughter.] I say, sir, the 
question of reception was suspended between 
earth and heaven, or between, earth and—an- 
other place. [Loud laughter] The resolution 
now before us does not leave the question of 


|reception in that extraordinary predicament; 


it is framed in such a manner that, according 
toa decision made by your predecessor in that 
chair, (Mr. Speaker Polk,) the fact of the recep- 
tion of the memorials is established; for that 
precise question was brought to him in regard 
to the same proposition now before us, and 
which was adopted by the last Congress. 

say the question was then specifically made, 
whether petitions, under the effects of that rule 
were or were not received by the House, and 
the then Speaker of the House decided that 
they were. I presume, therefore, that all the 
abolition memorials then presented remain still 
on file in the Clerk’s office. Well, this second 
proposition (Mr. Coles’) again failed, because 
two-thirds of the House were not willing to 
receive it; but then came the self-same propo- 
sition in the form of an amendment to a report 
of the committee on the revised rules of order ; 
and that is the position of it atthis time. We 
are now discussing it as an amendment to the 
rules of this House, and in that form it did not 
require a vote of two-thirds to introduce it. It 
was therefore received and discussed, and, after 
discussion, was laid on the table by a majority 
of the House. Still, I say that the whole dis- 
cussion, in all its forms, has taken place by the 
agency of gentlemen representing the South- 
ern portion of this Union ; and, whatever agi- 
tation the discussion may have produced either

I hope the day will come when I shall 
have an opportunity of delivering my opinions 
on that wholé subject, but I assure gentlemen 
that I shall not attempt it on a little petty res- 
olution about the reception of petitions. ‘There 
are ways enough to get at the subject. I could 
bring it into the House to-morrow. | can tell 
gentlemen that it will come upon this House in 


on those grounds; that we shall not merely 
attempt to apologize fora certain class of peti- 
tioners, but that the appeal will be to the laws 
of God, the Jaws of Nature, and the Declara- 
tion of Independence, made by the original 
thirteen States of this Union, among whom I can 
bring gentlemen high and illustrious names 
from Virginia, from Georgia, and from South 
Carolina. That is the ground that will be ta- 
ken by the defenders of freedom. But I will 
‘not now enter into that question. The resolu- 
‘tion I now offer refers simply to the rules of 
;the House ; that is the subject we are discus- 
sing. 


[Mr. Cooper of Georgia, here interposed and 
‘begged leave io correct the honorable gentle-

slavery. Mr. C. disavowed having entered 
upon the general question of slavery atall: he 
had only endeavored to defend those who held 
property in slaves under the Constitution. | 

Mr. Adams resumed. | did not understand 
the honorable gentleman otherwise. I did not 
mean to say more than that he thus defined 
the Constitution as making property of human 
beings. That is whatI call slavery. But the 
question is now on the rules; and the imme- 
diate question before the House is on the reso- 
lution moved by the gentleman from South 
Carolina, in these words: 

‘ Resolved. That, upon the presentation of any me- 
morial or petition praying for the abelition of slavery 
or the slave trade in any District, Territory, or State 
of the Union, and upon the presentation of any resolu- 
tion or other paper tonching that subject, tue recep- 
tion of such memorial, petition, resolution or paper 
shall be considered as objected to, and the question 
of its reception shall be laid on the table, without de- 
bate or further action thereon.” 


This is identically the same resolution which 
was offered by the first gentleman, from Vir- 
ginia, (Mr. Wise,) and which seems intended 
to get rid of the question of reception by sus- 
pending it between the two parts of the universe 
| referred to, leaving it utterly uncertain whether 
these petitions are received by the Huuse or not. 
That of itse!f is objection enough to me ; and 
T will say, for a high minded chevalier, which 
I consider the genileman from South Carolina 
(Mr. Thompson) to be, as brave and gallant as 
Bayard, without fear and without reproach, it 
seems to me a very small way of getting rid 
of the question, to hang it up between those 
two places. He will not say, reject it; no.

Tornapo at Mopite. A_ tornado passed 
over Mecbile on the 25th ult. which was very 
fatal in its effects. In the outskirts of the town 
the largest trees were torn up; chimneys were 
overthrown, and several buildings were blown 
down. Among its most melancholy results was 
the death of a woman who lived about three 
miles from the city. The house in which she 
dwelt was completely prostrated. The track 
of the tornado is supposed to have been fifty or 
a hundred yards in width. Fortunately, it 
passed the south west corner of the city with- 
out doing to it any very material injury. The 
full extent of its effects, however, has not yet 
been learned. It is feared that the shipping in 
the bay has suffered considerably. During the 
height of the storm, the clouds were heaped in 
the west in magnificent sublimity—the wind 
roared furiously, and the hail fell as large al- 
most as pigeon’s eggs. 


Locusts at Sea. The Essex Register re- 
cently published the following account, on the 
authority of a letter from the mate of a brig to 
his friends, that after having encountered a se- 
vere gale on the 13th September, when in lati- 
tude of eighteen degrees North, and the near- 
est land being over four hundred and fifty 
miles, they were surrounded for two days by 
large swarms of locusts, of a large size—and in 
the afternoon of the second day, in a squall 
from the north-west, the sky was completely 
black with them. They covered every part of 
the brig immediately, sails, rigging, cabin, etc. 
It is a tittle singular how they could have sup- 
ported themselves in the air so long, as there 
was no land to the north west, for several 
thousand miles. Two days afterwards, the 


weather being moderate, the brig sailed through 
swarms of them floating dead upon the-waters. |

Awotner Riot on tHe Croton Water- 
works. The Irish laborers employed on the 
Croton works at Harlem, near New York, to 
the number of three hundred, have turned out 
for higher wages, and commenced demolishing 
the aqueduct. The Mayor of the city called 
out the officers of the Jefferson Guards. a bat- 
tallion of near a hundred men, all Germans, and 
many of them continental soldiers, and they 
were despatched to the scene of riot. If in 
the mean time the laborers continued the work 
of demolition, it is most probable that the la- 
‘bors of months have been destroyed.

SOWING SEEDS. 

Most inexperienced gardeners are apt to be 
too lavish of seeds, particularly in sowing beds. 
It is, indeed, well to have plants enough for 
yourself and insects ; but when more than these 
are crowded together, there is not only a waste 
of seed but an early injury inflicted upon the 
crop. Plants that are suffered to stand, even) 
for two or three weeks before thinning, give 
each other a had start to begin with, and the 


‘act of pulling or digging out the surplus ones 


often disturbs those that remain. Besides, peo- 
ple err when plants are young and small, in 
respect to the distances they may stand from 
each other. The plants look fair and thrifty, 


scems absolutely necessary. The consequence | 
is, they are left too thick. As they become: 
large they are found to require more room than | 
seemed necessary when they were young, and 
the whole crop is stinted. Carrots, for instance, 
are very smal! when they are young; and the 
seed being fine, too many are scattered in the 
drill. Perhaps you will thin them out to an 
inch or two apart, and then leave the bed to do 
its best forthe season. They soon crowd each 
other, and you harvest a crop of little things. 
Carrots should never be left nearer than 
within four inches of each other. They will 
fill up the space, with large roots—and produce 
a more abundant crop. The same remarks 
will apply to most other vegetables-—Maine 
Cultivator.

TREES AND INSECTS. 

The following is extracted fiom a communication 
made to the Mayor of Boston by a gentlemen of emi- 
nent talents in Natural Science, relative to the ravages 
of the Canker Worm. hese insects commence their 
operations in the month of March or April. The an- 
nexed extract gives some of the expedients to prevent 
them in their ruinous work. 

The expedients which have been tried to 
prevent the ascent of the female are numerous 
and various; but in general, consisting in the 
application of a girdle of some glutinous or li- 
quid substance around the trunk of the tree. 
Troughs of tin or lead have been closely applied 
around the trunk to be kept filled with liquid, 
generally water witha stratum of oil to prevent 
evaporation ; and many have succeeded in this, 
way. In other cases, in the autumn, girdles 
of the burrs of the burdock have been found 
effectual. Teazles have been applied in the 
same manner with success. Tar has been the 
substance most extensively used ; and when 
carefully and perseveringly employed, as every 
other method must be to ensure success, has 
secured the object sought. 

When a gardener has a few favorite fruit 
trees to secure, it is of little comparative impor- 
tance how troublesoine or how expensive the, 
mode adopted: may be. But in a case 
where a great many trees are to be guar- 
ded, a method admitting of despatch and 
economy, as well as ‘security, is a matter of 
great consideration. With these objects in) 
view. I have no hesitation in recommending the 
application of tar, as preferable io any other 
method hitherto employed. That it has been 
effectual, multitudes can attest; and as to the 
facility with which it ean be employed, I know 
of no other method to be selected in preference : 
and none on the whole more economical. 

The usual mode of applying tar is well 
known. Sometimes it is applied direvtly to 
the tree, and sometimes a_ strip of bagging or 
coarse cloth of some kind is first applied, and’ 
the tar is laid upon this. Two sources of 
failure are incident to this method. It may 
be possible, at some parts, for the insect to 
crawl beneath the canvass, on account of the’ 
inequalities of the bark. Or, the tar’ may be. 
of such a quality, or so seldom applied, that. 
its surface will become glazed and afford a 
ready passage for the insects; and still more, 
their multitudes may be such that those entan- 
oled will at last form a bridge for others to pass | 
over them; indeed, this is found to occur not 
unfrequently, 

To remedy the first chance of failure, an ad- 
ditional expedient has been adopted of first’ 
stopping up the cavities in the bark by apply- 
ing clay mortar, and then putting either the tar 
or the canvass upon this. For the second dif- 
ficulty, the precaution of getting good tar 


should be observed ; and if stall quantities of 
turpentine were added, it would render the com- 


pound more fluid and would be peculiarly of- |

the girdle should be sufficiently broad, 
eight to twelve inches. At the time of rising 
the tar should be used daily. The majority of 
them will rise in the course of three or four 
days. Besides this, it would be expedient to 
tie a wisp of hemp er spunyarn around the bot- 
tom of the canvass, to make it adhere closely, 
and to form a ledge which shall prevent the 
running down of the tar upon the tree. The 
clay will also be advantageous inthe subse- 
quent cleaning of the tree. — Pe 

This method, employed faithfully, and in 
season, I cannot doubt will prove effectual. 
Others have found it so. It must be done, semi-— 
annually, at least three times, in order to guard 
against those irregularities of development be- 
fore mentioned.

I do 
not attribute the fault to those gentlemen ; it 
lies in the nature of the thing itself—-it is fan- 
ning the sun with a peacock’s feather to make 
it cool. The resolution will not answer its pur- 
pose, and its only effect will be to agitate and 
vex a number of petitioners as respectable as 
any others in the Union. It cannot suppress 
the discussion of the subject. I say, again, I 
\thank the gentlemen of the South for having 
opened that discussion fully. I do notconceive 
that the eight or ten days expended in the de- 
bate have been lost time ; much has been said 
that will be considered. Such discussion has ; 
a tendency to bring the parties together, not to 
,alienate them. Let us say what we have to 
say. Say you what you have to say, and then 
we must come to some compromise, which is 
required on both sides. ‘This has been done 
before; it was done inthe convention which 
formed the Constitution. The discussion was |

We sha!! not disturb either your 

creed or your practice ; but on subjects in which 

we are as much interested as you, and when 

the matter has come toa question of peace or 

war, freemen can stand on their rights as well 

as the holders of slaves. When Jove appeals 

to his thunder, the fable tells us that Jove is 

wrong. Why will you not discuss this ques- 

tion? Do you fear theargument ? If not, why 

do you refuse to enter into it? If you are so} 
firm, so confident, so immovably resolute, why | 
will you not speak? J call upon you to speak ; 

explain this subject to us who do not under- | 
‘stand it. Show us the “blessings” of this in- 

stitution. Let us look at them. I believe! 
some of you think that slavery is a blessing 
which we ought to take to ourselves. If so, 

give us your reasons ; show us how it will be 

for our interest, and how it can be made to 
conform to our sense of duty. Perhaps we 

shall come round; who knows but you may 

convert us? [A laugh.] Ido not resist; l am 

open to conviction. Suppose you try it. 

The Governor of Virginia, when he puts on 
his armor, and clothes himself in complete steel, 
cries, ‘J am ready to fight on the question,” 
and so says the gentleman from South Caroli- 
na and the gentleman from Virginia; but I beg 

leave to say to them that the tone of defiance 
is not the tone to make peace. No; defend 
your own institutions as you think proper ; if 
they are assailed by violence, defend them by 
violence ; but if not, I say to those gentlemen, 
come and Jet us reason together ; let us have a 
cool, dispassionate comparison of opinion. That 
is my wish; that, I think is the true course. 
But the proposition of the gentleman from 
South Carolina goes, in two particulars, fur- 
ther than ever this House has gone before. 
Heretofore, the House, by special resolution, 
has declared that memorials shall be received 
and laid on the table without reading, but the 
effect of the resolution has always been con- 
fined to that particular session in which it bas 
passed ; but now here is a step forward in the 
process of rejecting petitions ; the petitions are

not received, but the question of their reception | 


is suspended. That is one step. Then the 
resolution, instead of applying to this session 
only, is proposed as a standing rule of the 
House. Of course, it will extend through two 
sessions at least, and, by the ordinary practice 
which has hitherto prevailed of adopting the 
rules of order of a previous session, the rule 
will, in fact, become, in some respects, a per- 
manent law of the House.

which struck me when it was made with pecu- 
liar force. These petitions are addressed to 
the Senate and House of Representatives—to 
the whole Congress. The petitioners have as 
much right to go before the Senate as before 
the House of Representatives. If you interrupt 
the progress of their petition by refusing to re- 
ceive it, or still more by suspending the ques- 
tion of its reception, you deprive them of their 
privilege of going before the Senate. It isa 
double violation of their right of petition. I 
know it may be said that the petitioners are at 
liberty to present another copy of their memo- 
rial to the Senate. That is true; butif you 
suspend the question of reception, you deprive 
them, in effect, just as much, for, let them pre- 
sent their memorials as they will to the Senate, 
when they come to the House, here is the rule; 
for under this resolution I suppose you will net 
receive a bill from the Senate on the subject 
of abolition any more than you will receive a 
petition. I say, then, that you deprivea whole 
class of petitioners, and that the largest class of 
any in the country, of all hearing not only in 
this House, but in the Senate also. 

Now my proposition is very simple.

Resolred, That the following be added to the stand- 
ing rules of this House, to be numbered the 2st - 

“ Every petition presented by the Speaker, or by 
uny member, with a brief and verbal statement of its 
contents, shall be received, unless objection be made 
to its reception for speciai reason ; and whenever ob- 
jection shall be made to the reception of a petition, 
the name of the member objecting, and the reason of 
The 
question in every such case shall be, Shall the petition 
be rejected 2 and no petition shall be rejected but by a 
majority of the members present.” 


It will be observed that this resolution, if 
adopted, does not specify in what manner the 
petitions shall be treated after they are received. 
I say this by way of answering a large portion 
of the gentlemen on the other side, who wasted 
a vast deal of argument by patting supposed 
cases of the presentation of absurd and uncon- 
stitutional petitions. [I do not deny the right of 
the House to refuse to receive a petition when 
it is first presented, but 1 wish all petitions to 
be received, unless their reception is specially 
objected to. What shall be done with them af- 
terwards is for the House to determine. 
What I want to settle is the principle that 
the right of petition includes within it the right. 
of having petitions received unless special ob- 
jection exists against it; and to show whether 
this is the case, I require the name of the per- 
son objecting and the reasons of the objection 
to he entered on the journals of the House. 
Now it is possible for the House to adopt this 
resolution, and yet to pass another that the pe- 
titions, when received, shall neither be read nor 
considered. But if the House shall adopt this 
resolution, I confess that it is my impression that 
there is not a man in this House who will be 
willing to record as the ground of his objection 
to its being received, that it is an abolition pe- 
tition. There may be some, there may be ma- 
ny, but I believe that, if the question of recep- 
tion is put to the How'se, they cannot get a ma- 
jority to vote against it. 

I do not believe that there is a man here who 
is willing to have such a thing go upon the 
record in a single case, and if there is—there 
may be many for ought | know—but if there 
is, put the question to the decision of the House, 
and see how the majority will go. Ido not 
believe that you can get a majority for it, if 
there is a man that would move it; and for 
this reason, by receiving a petition, you decide 
nothing,and I was willing to put upon record 
my acknowledgment of the right of the House 
to reject petitions. I fuliy and freely admit it, 
but | say it must be done for a special reason, 
which must be assigned on the journal, to go 
before the world— before posterity ; and if there 
is a gentleman here who would not scruple at 
putting his name to such an objection on the 
journal, [ will answer for it that in twenty 
years hence he and his children would blush 
to see his name with such an addition to it, 
come he from the North or the South, or where 
he may. If you adopt my resolution, you only 
settle the principle that all petitions shall be 
received, unless a special objection, which is to

One of the most awful 
calamities on record, occurred at half-past five 
o'clock on Monday morning last, at the factory 
| village on the Pochasset Brook River.

A Snake in a Horse's Eye. One of the 
editors of the Baltimore Sun has lately seen a 
horse, in the eye of which was a living animal, 

,said to be asnake, but which is, in reality, a 
worm somevhat analagous in its nature to the 
anamalcula in vinegar and other liquids. The 
worm in question, however, is of a much lar- 
ger size than the animals of that class usually 
are. Its length was about four inches, and in 
thickness it was eq:tal to a large darning nee- 
dle. The eye in which it had made its lodg- 
ment, was totally blind and of a dark purple 
color. The motions of the worm were Varied, 
rapid and incessant. ‘The horse appeared to be 
in pain from its restlessness when touched on 
the lid of the eye. The location of the worm 
was in the bail of the eye, immediately beneath 
the outer membrane. The horse had been 
brought from a neighboring county, having 
been purchased from an old black man, who, in 
accordance with African superstition, supposed 
the beast to be bewitched; but was unable to 
tell when the worm made its first appearance. 
The horse is rough and ill-favored, and of little 
value exceptas a curiosity. 


Sincurar Occurrence. A family of eight 
persons, in Germantown (Penn.) was strange- 
ly affected, in the morning, on attempting to 
rise from their beds. The mother rose first, 
and on stepping out fell prostrate upon the 
floor ; the father, on hastening to his wife's as- 
sistance, met with a similar fate. The chil- 
dren, being awakened by the noise, and called 
upon for aid, sprang out of their beds, but on 
teaching the floor, every one of them sank help- 
less down.

Acton, (Ill.) March 26th, 1840. 


Mr Greex-—-I am now waiting for a stage coach to 


_convey me from this landing place to Hillsboro’, the, 
town of my destination ; and bearing in mind the 
promise ] made of sending you an occasional letter, I 
am tempted to employ this interval of leisure in pen- 
ning down a few observations. Our passage out, 
which occupied about the usual time, fourteen days 
from Boston to St. Louis, was attended with no very 
remarkable incidents, Quixotic adventures or hair- 
' breadth escapes, out of which to manufacture a piece 
of romance. Lovers of the marvellous, therefore, need 
not peruse this letter. 
There may be some among your readers who would 


listen with much interest to what might be said of 
the different routes or thoroughfares between the east 
Having travelled the distance three suc- | 
cessive times,and having taken a different route each 
time, I can speak of them from actual observation. | 
On coming to this country for the first time in '37, I 
took what is called the southern route, through Penn- 
| sylvania by rail-road and canal, and from Pittsburgh 
‘to St. Louis by steamboat. On returning to the east 
again in ‘39, I took the northern route, across the 
, lakes by steamboat, and through New York by canal 
and rail-road. 1 have now reached the west again 
_ by another southern route, having crossed the Allegha- |

nies by stages, the Pennsylvania canal and rail-road 
lines not having resumed operations at the time of our 
passage. 

Each of these routes has its advantages according to 
the season of the year and the height of water in the 
Ohio river. When the Pennsylvania lines are in op- 
eration, and the Ohio is in good navigable order, that 
is the preferable route for cheapness, speed and com- 
fort.

SOAKING SEED CORN. 


Many make a practice of soaking or steeping 
their seed corn before planting. 
Some do this to make it vegetate sooner— 
‘some to infuse a tincture of nourishment to the 
plant—some to keep it from the crows, and 
some to drive away the worms. Some planters 
wrap the kernel in tar and gunpowder—of 
which, the latter article, itis said, the crow well 
knows the use, and of which the mere smell is 
sufficient, and satisfies -without tasting. Salt- 
peter is used for the double purpose of terrify- 
ing the crow—as he knows we make gunpow- 
der of it—and of stimulating or nourishing the 
plant ; and, finally. steeping in copperas has 
been recommended, long since as a cureall— 
to drive away birds and worms,and to hasten 
| vegetation. 
| We have known some sensible farmer, who 
_after they had tried those several arts. dropped 
their seed corn dry into the earth, and trusting 
‘very much to Providence io bring upa live 
| stalk from a dying kernel, have realized most 
excellent crops of corn. 
As to steeping the seeds we think the prac- 
‘tice quite pernicious. Seeds that have been 
steeped often fail to vegetate. If they onee 
| became dry after swelling, they are not likely 
\tostartagain. Seed coated in tar ofien fails, 
land as to the virtue communicated to the ker- 
'nel from the saltpetre, it must in any event be 
very trifling—not half sufficient to balance the 
lrisk of losing the seed by steeping. 
We much dovbt the propriety of using any 
‘infusion or coating for seed corn. If your 
| ground be full of worms, put ashes or lime on 
\the cornhill, as soon as it 1s planied, instead of

STATE LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 

From the seventh annual report of the State 
Lunatic Hospital are gathered the annexed in- 
teresting statistics relative to the causes of the 


insanity, and the number of patients which have | 


been received into the Hospital, upto Novem- 
ber 28, 1939. 

Whole number of patients admitted, one 
thousand and thirty-four. Males, ‘ive hundred 
and sixty-two—Females, four huncred and sev- 
enty-two or ninety less. Males cured, two 
hundred and nineteen—Femrles, two hundred 
and five,or a greater proportion of recoveries 
than among the males. Deaths—Males, forty- 
eighi—Females, only twenty-seven—or a frac- 
tien less than one seventeenth part.

Remaining in the 
hospital, Nov. 29th, two hundred and twenty- 
nine. Under these heads the number of each 
sex is not indicated by the table. 

The principal causes of insanity appear to 
be bodily ailments—such as wounds in the head, 
fevers, epilepsy, palsy, ete :—in all two hun- 
dred and fifty-nine ; but «he greatest single 
cause is intemperance :—in all one hundred 
and seventy-one—of this number, one handred 
and fifty one are males, seventy-five of whom 
have proved curable—females, twenty—cura- 
ble nine—in the same proportion as the males. 

Religious mania, forty males, twenty-our of 
whom have proved curable :—females, thirty- 
eight, and only twenty-four curable, or Jess than 
one-half. The report states that there has been 
of late a great falling off of cases of this nature. 

Disappointed affections, forty-seven. In 
none of the tables have we been abie to find 
any data indicating the number of each sex, 
which comes under this head. From an im- 
perfect table, we find four men to seven wom- 
en, the light of whose minds have been extin- 
guished by that 7gnts fatures Love,” which so 
often invests a mere human being, withimagin- 
ary charms, perfections, or virtues, utterly be- 
yond the lot of humanity te attain to. 

Domestic afflictions, one hundred and seven. 
Disappointed ambition, twenty-seven. Loss of 
property and fear of poverty, sixty-eight—the 
majority being males. Excessive use of snuff 
and tobacco,six. Only one case is specifically 
set forth in the table, the patient being a mar- 
ried woman—a solemn warning to all snufi- 
taking ladies! 

A married and an unmarried woman are set 
down as insane from the ‘ indulgence of temper.’ 

From the indulgence in the solitary vice, 
ninety-nine—males eighty-five—curable, twen- 
ty-two, or one-fourth :—females, twelve—cura- 
ble, only one. We did not find any cause as- 
signed for this extraordinary disproportion of 
cases in the respective sexes, under this head. 

Among the patients thirteen have committed 
homicide, and eighteen have exhibited a pro- 
pensity ‘o kill, and ene hundred and twenty- 
five have attempted suicide. 

Occupations—Farmers, one hundred and 
twenty-four; Laborers, ninety-seven ; Shoe- 
makers, forty-two ; Seamen, forty ; Merchants 
thirty-three—not a remarkable number consid- 
ering the harassing nature of mercantile pur- 
suits in this country ; Carpenters, twenty-sev- 
en; Manufacturers, twenty-seven; Teachers, 
twenty-three ; Blacksmiths, thirteen ; Printers, 
thirteen—a larger number than we expected.

POLITICAL EXCITEMENT. 

Political excitement—by which phrase we 

mean party efforts to deprive certain men of 
the power and endowments of office to give 
them to other men—we detest. ‘They disturb 
the peace, injure the morals, and degrade the 
character of any people. We distinguish this 
kind of excitement from that produced bya 
difference of opinion in regard to important 
measures. Questions relating to a Tariff, in- 
volving the expediency of protection for do- 
mestic manufactures—the necessities of revenue 
-—the ability of one section of the country to 
supply the raw material,and of another to man- 
ufacture it—the differences between producing 
agricultural sections and non-producing manu- 
facturing sections, are calculated to cause ex- 
citement, which though vexatious at the time 
must produce through controversy, a salutary 
| effect, by enlightening the community. Mere 
party excitement, on the contrary, tends only 
to inflame the passions of men. Cupidity is 
aroused into a love of office. Patriotic regard 
for the common welfare of the land is degraded 
into a shameful desire to share the plunder of 
the revenue. Low intrigue takes the place of 
high-minded statesmanship. Corruption ‘pre- 
vades the action of man in and out of office. 
Self-interest is substituted for truth, and acqui- 
sition for honesty. Such is the aim and end 
of political excitement and we detest it. 

The calling of great masses of people in con- 
vention is an evil of no light character, when 
the purpose is a mere party revolution. The 
late conventions at Baltimore, produced no 
good, that can be compassed by the imagination 
of man. About twenty thousand people on 
one side, and about as many more on the other 
left their home and their business—paid the ex- 
penses of a journey—lost much valuable time 
—collected together in a sort of indiscriminate 
mob procession—passed some resolutions—and 
returned home. And for what good? Why 
the good of political excitement; and nothing 
more—and that good, as some call it, we con- 
sider all bad. 

The excitement is roused, not upon a sober 
consideration of truth, but by the mutual con- 
tact of irritable minds—by inflaming speeches 

_—by boisterous talk—and by stimulating 
drinks. The more fiery excite each other, al- 

most toa pitch of madness; and they, after a 
time work up the sluggish to be almost as wild 
and reckless as themselves. If opposition is 
encountered from antagonists equally stimula- 
ted, fighting and bloodshed are almost sure to 
ensue; and the record of events in our country 
so far as they relate to occurrences of this, pre- 
sents an unwearied account of tumult and vio- 
lence. The Baltimore Conventions furnish no 
exception. One man was killed; 
ers were badly bruised and wounded; and a 
large portion of the members, were under a 
strong irritation of their mental and nervous 
systems, either from indulgence in feeling or 
wine, and perhaps both. -The opponents of the 
| various parties felt the stimulus of opposition ; 
and as the procession passed through the streets, 
they encountered people standing in the way, 
who, at the request of the marshals refused to 
turn out, saying, “we have a right here, turo 
‘out yourselves.” The wonder is that it all 
/went off as peaceably as it did. 


In such a state of feeling how can men con- 
sider, deliberate and decide, with any certainty 
of coming at correct results ? 
great public work men should be dispassionate ; ; 
they cannot be so. Sound judgment is the re- 
sultof calm deliberation ; and not having the 
latter, they cannot expect to arrive at the for- 
mer. Indeed, we might as well lay judgment 
‘out of the question, and speak only of passion.

REMARKABLE DREAM. 

The accuracy of the following may be relied 
on (says Dr. Abercrombie) in all its particulars. 
Two ladies, sisters, had been for several days in 
attendance upon their brother, who was ill ofa 
common sore throat; severe and protracted, 
but not considered as attended with danger. 
At the same time one of them had borrowed a 
watch from a female friend, in consequence of 
her own being under repair. This watch was 
one to which particular value was attached, on 
account of family associations ; and some anx- 
jety was expressed that it might not meet with 
any injury. The sisters were sleeping togeth- 
er in a room communicating with that of their 
brother, when the elder of them awoke ina 
state of great agitation, and having aroused the 
other, told her that she hada frightful dream. 


“I dreampt,” she said, “that Mary’s watch 
stopped ; and that, when I told you of the cir- 
cumstance, you replied, ‘* Much worse than 


that has happened, for s breath has stop- 
ped also!” naming their brother who was ill. 
To quiet her agitation, the younger sister im- 
mediately got up, and found the brother sleep- 
ing quietly ; and the watch, which had been 
carefully putin a drawer, going correctly. The 
following night the very same dream occurred, 
followed by similar agitation, which was again 
composed in the same manner; the brother 
being again found in a quiet sleep, and the 
watch going well. On the following morning, 
soon after the family had breakfasted, one of 
the sisters was sitting by her brother, while the 
other was writinga note in the adjoining room. 
When her note was ready for being sealed. she 
was proceeding to take out for this purpose the 
watch alluded to, which had been put by in 
her writing-desk, when she was astonished to 
find it had stopped ; and at the same instant, 
she heard a scream of intense distress from 
her sister in the other room. The brother, who 


bad still been considered as going on favora- 


bly, had been seized with a sudden fit of suffo- 
cation, and had just breathed his last. 

Many years ago, there was mentioned in 
several of the newspapers a dream, which gave 
notice of the murder of Mr. Percival. Through 
the kindness of an eminent medical friend in 
England (says Dr. Abercrombie) I have receiv- 
ed the authentic particulars of this remarkable 
case, from a gentleman to whom the “dream oc- 
curred. He. resides in Cornwall, and eight 
days before the murder was committed, dreampt 
that he was in the lobby of the House of Com- 
mons, and saw a small man enter, dressed ina 
blue coat and white waistcoat.

He saw the murderer seized by- some gentle- 
men who were present and observed his coun- 
tenance ; and on asking who the gentleman 
was who had been shot was told it was the 
chancellor. He then awoke, and mentioned 
the dream to his wife who made light of it; 
but in the course of the night the dream occur- 
red three times without the least variation in 
any of the circumstances. He was now so 
much impressed by it, that he felt much inclin- 
ed to give notice to Mr. Percival, but was dis- 
suaded by some friends whom he consulted, 
who assured him he would only get himself 
treated us a frantic.

‘eighth day afterwards he received the account 


of the murder. Being in London, a short time 
afterwards, he found in the print shops a rep- 
resentation of the scene; and recognized in it 
the countenances and dress of the parties ; the 
blood on Mr. Percival’s waistcoat, and the pe- 
culiar yellow basket-buttons on Bellingham’s 
coat, precisely as he had seen them in his 
dream.

In this Hight, if the net 
becomes a law. it will be understood hy the 
States, who will probably proceed to levy a 
tax equal to that paid upon the stock of Banks 
incorporated by themselves. In some States 
that tax is now one per cent., either. on the 
capital or on the shares, and that may be as-| 
sumed as the amount which all citizens or res-) 
ident stockholders will be taxed under the op- 
eration of this act. As it is only the stock 
held in the States, and not that employed with- 
in them, which would be subject to taxation; | 
and as the names of foreign stockholders are 
‘notto be reported to the Treasurers of the | 
States, it is obvious that the stock held by them | 
will be exempt from this burden. ‘Their annu- 
al profits will, therefore, be one per cent more 
than the citizen stockholders, and as the annual 
dividends of the bank may be safely estimated 
at seven per cent., the stock will be worth den} 
or fifteen per cent. more to foreigners than to' 
citizens of the United States. ‘lo appreciate 
the effects which this state of things will pro- 
duce, we must take a brief review of the ope- 
rations and present condition of the Bank of the 
United States.

To meet this 
burden, and equalize the exchange operations 
of the Bank, the amount of specie drawn from 
those States through its branches within the 
last two years, and shown by its official reports 
was about six millions dollars. More than half 
a million of this amount does not stop in the 
eastern States, but passes on to Europe to pay 
the dividends of the foreign stockholders. \n 
the principle of taxation recognized by this act, 
the western States find no adequate compensa- 
tion for perpetual burden on their industry, anc 
drain of their currency. The Branch Bank at 
Mobile ‘made, last year, ninety-five thousand 
one hundred and forty dollars ; yet, under the 
|provisions of this act, the State of Alabama 
jcan raise no revenue from these profitable ope- 
rations, because not a share of the stock is held 
by any of her citizens. Mississippi and Mis- 
souri are in the same condition in relation to 
the branches at Natchez and St. Lovis; and 
such in a greater or less degree, is the condi- 
tion of every western State.

GOVERNORS. 

The Governors of the several States are e- 
lected by the people, excepting in New Jersey, 
Marvland, Virginia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina, in which States they are elected by 
the Legislature. 

In each of the New England States. New 
Jersey and Mary!and, they hold their office but 
one year. 

In New York, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Tennes- 
see, Ohio and Michigan, the teri of office is 
two years. 

In Pennsylvania, Virginia and Indiana, the 
term is three years. 

In Delaware, Louisiana, Kentucky, Iilinois, 
Missouri and Arkansas, the term of office is 
four vears. 

In Delaware, Virginia, South Carolina, Lou- 
isiana, Kentucky, and Missouri, the Governor 
may not-be re-elected after his term expires. 
In North Carolina, Alabama, and Mississippi. 
he may serve only four yearsin six. In Mary- 
land only three years in succession, until after 
four years. In South Carolina, he can serve 
only two years in six. In Tennessee and Ohio, 
only six years ineight. In Kentucky only one 
term in eleven years. In Arkansas only eight 
years in twelve. 

The qualifications most uniformly reqnired 
by the State Constitutions is, that the Gov- 
ernor should be at least thirty years of age.

Singular as it may appear, this worthy and 
venerable old statesman, ranks at the head. of 
the hard working men at Washington.

They 
often continue during the whole night, and the

spent in idle declamation and frivolous disputes, 
the business which happens to be urgent, is 


pressed upon the attention of the Representa- 
tives after night fall. The scene when the 
members become weary and exhausted ts novel 
enough. The splendid ball, with ms magmifi- 
cent marble pillars, supporting a dome of sur- 
prising beauty and foftiness, illuminated with 
nvlare of artiticial light, is a spectacle of more 


than ordinary richness and splendor. The 
members ar= exhausted with labor, or 
overcome with sleep. But few are occu- 


pying their desks. Many have -retired to 
their homes. Others are in the refectories be- 
low. Some are stretched upon the sofas back 
of the members’ seats in perfect unconscious- 
ness—while others hang their heads over the 
back of contiguous chairs, in forgetfulness and 
repose. In the meantime some member is 
speaking against time.and nobody seems to lis- 


ten or regard his windy utterance. Where 
are members of the House? They are not 


there, the young, the vigorous, the healthful ; 
but Mr. Adams is in his seat, unremitting in 
his attendance upon bis legislative duties. "Al- 
though the Ex-President lives a mile from the 
Capitol, he is the earliest at his post and the 
last to desert it. Always watchful, yet ~appa- 
rently indifferent. Ever upon his guard, yet 
never seeming to be vigilant—he is the most 
unwearied and diligent man.to be found im our 
national _ legislature. - Mr. Adams is small, 
‘rather diminutiee jin stature. His face indi- 
cates little else than inquiring, meek expression 
when in repose, but is full of fire and vehe- 
mence when excited. His costume is plain and 
rather peculiar, always wearing a white neck- 
cloth, blue frock coat, and shoes, with white 
woollen stockings.

SUITS AGAINST ANIMALS. 


This title may “our readers to smile, 
but it is true that judges have been found so 
forgettul of their dignity as to’summon before 
them snails, caterpillars, pigs and other anitnals 
charged with offences. Their proceedings 
were attended by all the formalities of law— 
the accused were summoned to appear, wilness- 
es were sworn, counsel heard on beth sides, 
and frequently the sentence carried into effect 
by the public executioner. Chasseneaux, Pres- 
ident of the Parlinment of Provence, in a work 
published in 1531, discusses the question, 
whether animals are within the jurisdiction of 
courts, and decides in the affirmatives. He 
gives an account of an indictment found against 
the Aannetons of Beavce. and some others of 
the same kind. such as the trial of some snails, 
at Autun, in 14987, at Lyons in 1500, and of 
some rats about the same time. Jt appears far- 
ther, by a minute report of De Thon, that Chas- 
seneaux was counsel for the defendants tn this 
last case; and that after the indictment was 
found, he applied several times fcr farther de- 
lay. He first argued that a single summons to 
appear was insufficient, as his clients were scat- 
tered through the country. A second summons 
was issued, which was read at the church-deoor 
of every village, after masz. When the time 
expired, Chasseneux urged the difficuity the 
rats experienced in coming to court, owing to 
the watchfulness of their enemies, the cats,

The Detroit Free Press says :—We are hap- 
py to learn,as we do from all parts of the 
state, that the wheat fields never looked so 
well and promising in Michigan as they now 
do.

Curious Water-Srovr. A late English pe- 
riodical contains an account of a remarkable 
water spout as seen by Rev. Dr. Drekenson. 
Towards the end of July last, while he was 
standing on the shore of the Bay of Killiney, 
he saw a large water spout, distant about a 
quarter of a mile from the land. It was not 
similar in form to the representations of water 
spouts generally given, but was shaped like a 
double syphon, the whole being suspended at 
a considerable distance in the air; the longer 
end of the syphon reached toward the end of 
the sea,and appeared to approach it nearer and 
nearer, until at length its waters were distinct- 
ly seen rushing into thedeep. The loop grad- 
ually lowered, as if sinking and lengthening by 
its own weight, while the upper part of the 
syphon seemed not to lose its *levation. At 
length the loop burst,and there were three 


streams of water pouring into the sea, two of | 


these streams still continuing united by the 
arch at the top. The breadth of these streams 
gradually diminished tll they became invisible,

UNITED STATES BANK. 

Frienp Green—When I made the request 
of you to publish the Veto Message of Gen. 
Jackson, [ did so, first, as I stated in the onset, 
because I wish the people of this great and 
growing republic to know definitely the doc- 
trines and principles of the opponents to a Brit- 
ish National Bank. This, my first reason, will 
be appreciated by all, 1 trust, when it is taken 
into consideration, the fact, that a large propor- 
tion of the citizens of the United States de- 
nounce Gen. Jackson and his successor in al- 
most every particular relative to their adminis- 
tration and very especially for their measures 
in regard to a National Bank, without having 
even read or understood the Message, nor nev- 
er ken the reasons which prompted to the re- 
turn of the Bank Bill for a re-charter. 

Second, I wished it brought before the public 
at this time for the especial benefit of the mid- 
dling. working and poor classes of our fel- 
low citizens ; for on the sustaining and perpet- 
uating the principles and measures there advo- 
cated depends their hopes and _ happiness 
down to all future time. Ay, the republican, 
Heaven created institutions of this our beloved 
country must stand or fall with the foundation 
here laid by that venerable patriot and hero, 
who has lived and acted almost exclusively for 
his country and his country’s best good and 

honor. Then, fellow citizens, cling to the great 
and immutable principles, and defend them 
with all your power, for they are the only an- 
chor of your hopes, and the only means that 
will secure your safety, prosperity and hap- 
piness. 

But, Mr. Editor, my immediate object at this 
time, is to answer the question propounded by 
your correspondent “ Braintree,” in your paper 
of the 16th of May.

And the stock thus held by foreigners 
it appears was worth ten or fifteen per cent. 
more to them than to citizen stockholders, in 
consequence of their being exempted from State 
taxation, “as it is only the stocks Aeld in the 
States, and rot that employed within them 
which could be subject to taxation.”

CURRENCY.---NO. 1. 

In order toa full understanding of General 
Jackson’s Veto Message, paraded forth by your 
correspondent as a document of such conserva- 
tive power that it has saved the country from 
tuin, it will be well to take up the subject of 
the currency when this honest man first came 
into power. 

At that time, the Bank of the United States 
had been in operation for many years. Its 
system was spread out fully and broadly before 
the people. Its effects upon the. prosperity of 
the nation, in all its vast and various coucerns, 
were fairly developed. 

That institution came into existence ata 
time when our currency was in a woree condi- 
tion, if that be possible,than it is now. It

age. In order to perform its duty to the gov- 
ernment, it was obliged to establish branches 
all over the Union, and to make its own cur- 
rency equal in every part of the States. In 
the then condition of things, with a large por- 
tion of the southern and western State banks 
ina state of suspension ;—with no commerce, 
no exchanges between distant points; obliged 
to encounter the undisguised hostility of the 
suspended banks and all who were interested 
in them ; this was an up-hill work.

‘ry exception, which was remedied in a short 
time, continued to pay specie until the charter 
of the Bank expired. The State Banks were 
‘drawn trom the vortex of an irredeemable pa- 
percurrency and placed upon solid ground. 
The exchanges were equalized so that the cost 
lof remittance was far, very far, below the ex- 
“pense of transporting specie. The most distant 
parts of the country were drawn together and 
became—-in commercial intercourse—-near 
neighbors. New England and the “ far West” 
traded together with as much facility as ad- 
joining towns, and the faces of southern and 
northern merchants became as familiar to us as 
those of our friends. The home trade—the 
Lest trade of any country—speedily increased ; 
and all classes, through the whole extent of our 
country, were prosperous and happy. Specu- 
lations, on a great and wzzwholesome scale, were 
unknown. An expended, unsound currency 
was unthought of, and specie could always be 
had in abundance by asking for it. 

Such was the state of aflairs when General 
Jackson came into power, and such were they 
‘when he commenced his war upon the Bank. 
In his message of December, 1829, he says, 
after premising that the stockholders would 
“ probably apply for a renewal of their pyivi- 
leges” :— 

“ Both the constitutionality and the expedi- 
ency of the law creating this bank are well 
questioned by a large portion of our fellow cit- 
izens; and it must Le admitted by all, that it 
has failed in the great end of establishing a uni- 
form and sound currency.” This attack was 
made, be it observed, before any intimation had 
been given by the stockholders that they should 
apply for a renewal of the charter, and seven 
years before their charter would expire. 

I pause here and put the question to those 
who have adhered to the opinion of Gen. Jack- 
son's honesty, how they can reconcile that opin- 

ion with the facts. With the knowledge of all 
I have stated with regard to the Bank, its ope- 
rations, and the state of the currency, he sends 
forth to the people—and under the advice, be 
it remembered, of Martin Van Buren—the un- 
qualified falsehood, that the Bank “ has failed 
in the great end of establishing a uniform and 
sound currency.” 1 charge this assertion upon 
him-and his connsellors as a wilful falsehood, 
promulgated for the meanest purposes, and with 
an utter disregard to the welfare of the country. 
This is a grave charge, but in my next number 
I shall prove that it is true by such evidence as 
ought to satisfy any Jackson, Van Buren man 
of the present day, for the haze of military 
glory has now passed away—the democratic 
pretensions of these men have been tested by 
their practice, and their acts stand forth for the 
judgment of the people in their own simple, 
naked deformity.

Upon their arrival at the spot 
already named, Sir Benjamin West thrust his 
cane into the ground and with a strong expres- 
sion of patriotic feeling, turning at the same 
time to Mr. Adams, exclaimed, “here sir was 
the origin of the American Revolution.” “ How 
so?” said Mr. Adams. “It was thus” replied 
Sir Beajamin. ‘* When George III. was about 
to take to himself Queen Charlotte, following 
the wisdom of the old adage—first your cage 
and then your bird—he summoned Lord Gren- 
ville, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, into his 
presence, and informed him that it was his pur- 
pose to have a new Palace for the Queen: and 
that the necessary funds must be forthwith sup- 
plied. ‘We have nothing in the Treasury,’ 
replied Lord Grenville, ‘not a penny.’ ‘That 
will he no impediment,’ replied the King ; ‘ the 
Palace we musthave : we have only to tax the 
Colonies.”

are visible yet. In after times this place be- 
came first the residence of the glowing patriot, 
Josiah Quincy, Jr., and down further sulla 
part of the landed property of the illustrious 
John Adams, “ par nolile fratrum.” When 
we consider what were the signal and success- 
ful efforts of these eminent champions of lher- 
ty in the great cause alluded to, we can hardly 
find room for a Goubt, that but for their agency 
the American Revolution might not and the 
Declaration of Indeprndence certainly would 
not have occurred as early as they did. Here, 
then may we alsa be permitted to say was the 
origin of these great events. 

I have already, in another place, alluded to 
some of the eminent personages who in earlier | 
and later times have honored our soil. Pabu- 
lous history tells us that Cadmus, having slain 
the Dragon that guarded the fountain of Aria, 
sowed his teeth and there sprung up from them 
armed men. Our fathers, if they did not slay 
ithe Dragon of persecution, would not at least 
suffer themselves to be slain by him. — Instead 
of his teeth, they sowed here their own princi- 
ples, which in time were destined to grind him 
to powder. 

In conclusion, sir, I will give you as a sen- 
timent, 

Our beloved native soil —May there be spring- 
ing up from it, in all the future as in the two 
hundred years that are past, armed men, armed 
neither with sword, helmet nor buckler, but 
with those exalted principles, the hope of the 
world, which elevate at the same time that they 
adorn humanity. 


By Dr. Z. B. Adams.— The Granite Rocks 
of Quincy as connected with her Prosperity 
and Wealth—In the words of the eloquent Ora- 
tor of the Day, I would say, * he who despairs 
under such a burden deserves not to know 
what he carries.” 


When called upon to givea toast, Mr. C.F. 
Adams rose and said, that although entirely un- 
used to any public appearance on occasions of 
this kind, he could not resist the feeling which 

‘prompted him to express to all who were here 
assembled, the deep sense of gratitude he enter- 
tained for the very kind notice that had been 
this day taken of those with whom nature had 
connected him. 

Yet, in considering whatever share of merit 
it was the present disposition to award to their 
public services, the reflection ought at once to 
suggest itself, that it was the offspring of the 
soil of this old town and the natural conse- 
quence of the principles early inculcated and 
long adhered to. And when Mr. Adams look- 
ed around him and thought of the names of 
many of the persons who sat here and com- 
pared them with those which are recorded in 
the annals of the town, even from the day of its 
settlement, it was matter of gratification to him 
to find how often they proved the same. These 
might indeed be regarded as the good old roots 
(if he could be allowed the expression) first 
planted in a healthy soil, which had been going 
on from generation to generation, shooting forth 
new and green and healthy branches, conducing 
atone and the same moment to be the! pride, 
the ornament and the support of our common 
country. 

It had been already remarked, in another 
place, this day, how fruitful this town was in 


associations, and this Mr. Adams took to be 
the great use of celebrations of the sort. They 
revived the recollections of the past and pre- 


sented ideas which could not fail to produce a 
beneficial action of the mind for the future. 
Indeed, how could it be otherwise when there 
was hardly a spot in Quincy to which a young 
man could look without thinking of something 
in connexion with it to improve his heart or to 
rectify his head? Here on this very site we 
were now occupying, it was that a worthy pas- 
tor lived who passed his days not merely in 
teaching his flock the principles of faith but 
gave the best evidence of his success in instill- 
;ing rules of practical conduct, by educating a 
son (John Hancock) who when he came of age 
and the day of trial arrived and he was called 
upon to choose between the probable loss of 
fortune and adherence to country, never 
hesitated, but bravely stuck to his country and 
let the fortune go. . 

And here too, on this same spot, succeeded 
to him another father, who brought up another 
son, (Josiah Quincy, Jr.) And this son as he 
advanced in life devoted his strength to the 
cause of his country. And when it pleased God 
that this strength should depart from him, and 
he fell into weakness of body, then came the 
trial for his patriotism. He was told by his 
physicians in England that if he wished to re- | 
cover he must abandon his duties and go to re- 
cruit his exhausted powers at certain medicinal 
springs—yet notwithstanding this, he chose to 
go on, to stick to his country and to give up his 
life. 

After such examples, it was not fit that 

ithe dwelling which knew them both, should 

stand the risk of desecration by successors of 
less exalted purposes. And it had been the 
will of Heaven as if designing to prevent it that 
a fire should soon after break forth and sweep 
it from the face of men. Yet the land remains 
and will continue, it is to be hoped, in hands 
ever anxious to provide that it shall be put only

The New England Character—Like our Gra- 
nite hills, may it long continue to clothe over 
the everlasting rock of Principle with the ever- 
green of the best and most beautiful Atfections. 

I rise, said the Rev. F. A. Whitney, by the 
side of the Poet of the Day, but failing to catch 
the inspiration of his fancy and beauty with 
which he has entertained us, turn to the mus- 
ty rolls of tradition for an incident which may 
be recalled as we commemorate the Fathers of 
our Town and those, eminent in character and 
life, who have trod its soil. Of this latter class, 
one has been passed over, whom, two centuries 
since, the court and ministers of the second 
Charles would hardly have spared. It has 
been reputed that our forests and rocks became 
the shelter and resting place of one of that 
large body, who, favoring the sect of the Inde- 
pendents, brought Charles I. to the block, and 
at the restoration of his son to the throne, fled 
for their lives from England. 

Some years since, I gathered from the lips 
of an aged citzen of this town, whose numerous 
Jescendants are yet with us, who was remark- 
able for his retentive memory and exceeding 
accuracy in all matters of fact, this tradition. 
His childhood, he told me, had been with those 
who had conversed with this lonely exile for 
liberty. Within his own memory, there had 
stood on a hillock, not far from the spot on 
which we are assembled, the humble abode of 
the old refugee. Here.as said tradition, under 
the assumed name of Revel, he lived and died; 
and his funeral was honored by the attendance 
of his Excellency, the Provincia] Governor, and 
of distinguished men from 
metropolis of Boston. 

I stand not up to claim for this ancient per- 
sonage a place among the Regicide Judges. 
The historian of the United States, whom we 
hoped to have seen with us this day, has not 
written his name with those of Whalley, Goffe 
and Dixwell, Anown to have been three of the 
Judges who found shelter in America, dwelling 
first in Massachusetts and afterwards fleecing to 
Connecticut. But the restoration of Charles 
Ii. made other victims than the Judges a 
sacrifice tothe memory of his beheaded father ; 
else Peters, for instance, the friend, ‘honored 
and beloved’ of Roger Williams, might have 
escaped the gallows. And if not one of those 
who sat in judgment on King Charles the first, 
doubtless our exile was one who for their prin- 
ciples and in their cause fled to our shores. 

It was enacted concerning the oracle of Py- 
thos, that though it uttered doubtful responses, 
thev should not be utterly disregarded. So 
without blindly reverencing, should we ever re- 
gard the voice of tradition. On the strength 
of the tradition now cited, and for the sake of 
adding another name to those whom this day 
brings to inind, I will propose, sir, 

The Memory of Thomas Revel, an Exile for 
civil liberty from his own land to this place— 
May the principles of freedom, for which with 
the Stuarts he contended, live ever on the soil 
that became the home of the Puritan and the 
English Independent.

It appears that in New England the clergy 


are in such a strait, that they have set a new 
quinsy a going. This is called the “ clergy- 
man’s sore throat,’ and is distressingly preva- 
lent.

“ Half'a century ago, most of our clergymen 
labored some, particularly in the time of getting 
hay. Nearly all made their gardens and cut 
their wood ; and several of them did consider- 
able towards cultivating their own small farms. 
Their parochial duties were comparatively 
light; they seldom preached more than two 
sermons a week ; and from the composition of 
these they were frequently relizved by exchan- 
ges about once a month, or oftener during sum- 
mer. Most of them smoked tobacco, and some 
of them chewed. I recollect but one old min- 


ister who took snuff. They all drank cider 


daily, and when fatigued, generally took some 
flip or toddy. Very few, if any, however, were 
in the habit of drinking ardent spirits daily.

The 
religious meetings, benevolent associations, so- 
cieties for promoting various objects, and new 
organizations of alinost every description, are 
perhaps, ten times as numerous as they wer 
forty years ago. To say that four times 
many sermons and a idresses are now delivered 
before a given population, as was formerly the 
case, would be an estimate, probably, much be- 
low the fact. Besides these additional labors. 
the habits and manners of living of very many 
clergymen are essentially changed. Few now 
have either or land to enable them to 
attend to aericulture. Most of them have re- 
nounced tobacco. When they are fatigued the 
slow process of self-restoration is adopted, in- 
stead of the expedient of more suddenly revi- 
ving the exhausted powers of the system, by 
the diffusible stimuli. Alcohol in all its forms 
is proscribed. Few use wine.and most even 
dispense with cider. Many families have drop- 
ped the use of coffee, some of tea, and a con- 
siderable number have materially lessoned the 
quantity of animal food. Malt beer, that an- 
cient harmless beverage, is scarcely known.” 

We have decidedly no fancy for New Eng- 
land. Think of underroing eight sermonsa 
week, and trusting to the “ slow process of self 
restoration” for a recovery! No constitution 
could stand it.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


The steam packet Union, Capt. Dougies 
from Liverpool, via Halifax, arrived at Boston 
last Wednesday. She left Liverpool on the 
llth of May, and reached Halifax on the Ist 
inst. She landed twenty-seven passengers at 
Halifax, and brought twenty-four to Boston. 

The controversy between Great Britain and 
Naples about the sulphur monopoly, which 
threatened a war, has been adjusted. 

The Russian army iu Circassia, meets with 
disaster and defeat. The old Russian Bear, 
says the Boston Transcript, never poked his 
nose into an uglier place before. The Circas- 
sian beauties can hug as hard as he does. 

Lord John Russell, speaking in Parliament 
upon the Maine boundary question, on the Ist 
of May, said a great ceal that amounted to 
nothing, and concluded by saying— 

* 1 trust and believe that peace will not be 
interrupted, but that the whole will end ina 
formal and amicable settlement of existing dif- 
ferences.” 

Lord William Russell was murdered in his 
own house and bed, in the heart of London on 
the doth of May. His valet is suspected of 
having committed the murder and is under ex- 
amination. 

The Cholera has made its appearance at 
Bombay ; and at the date of the last accounts 
thirty persons had died of it. 

Five of the Sultan’s wives were in hourly 
expectation of giving birth to an heir to the 
throne. Constantinople was to be illuminated 
for seven nights for sons, and three for daugh- 
ters, without distinction as to priority of birth. 

The French Government have requested 
Great Britain to surrender the remains of Na- 
poleon, and the wish had hardly been express- 
ed before it was complied with. The Paris pa- 
pers are devoted to enthusiastic congratulations 
upon this event. The Prince de Joinville is 
to proceed with his frigate to the island of St. 
Helena, to obtain the remains of the Emperor 
ana convey them to France; and a solemn 
ceremony—a_ grand religious and military 
pomp—will inaugurate the tomb which is to 
receive them forever. The papers say that 
Generals Bertrand and Gourgand, and Count 
Las Cases—those faithful followers who deem- 
ed it the highest privilege to be permitted to 
share the exile of their fallen chieftain and 
ruler—are to accompany the Prince de Join- 
ville to St. Helena. General Petit, of whom 
Napoleon took so affecting a leave at Fontain- 
bleau, in 1814, will likewise proceed on the 
mission.

IMPORTANCE OF PURE AIR. 

Change of air is not more valuable as a rem- 
edy in the cure of disease and its consequences 
than as a preventative of disease, more es- 
pecially in childhood and youth. At this ten- 
der and susceptible period of life, the rapid in- 
fluence of the atmosphere in which we live, in 
deteriorating or improving the health is very 
remarkable—a change of a few weeks from the 
country to a large town being sufficient to 
change the rudy, healthy child, into a pale, 
sickly looking creature—and vice versa. The 
comparative influence of a town and country 
air on the health of children is seen in a strik- 
ing manner in families of the higher ranks of 
society, who spend a considerable part of every 
year intown. Children should never be reared 
in large towns when this can be avoided ; and 
when unavoidable. they should be sent during 
a part at Jeast, of every summer in the country 
—which is, indeed, the proper place for child- 
ren—until their system has acquired sufficient 
strength to resist the injurious effects of city 
life. When they cannot have this advantage, 
we consider it the duty of medical attendants 
of families to urge a temporary annual resi- 
dence in the country as essential to the health 
of children, more particularly those who are 
delicate. How many neglect this valuable 
means of improving the health of their off- 
spring who have it in their power, and would 
willingly adopt it were they aware of its im- 
portance. So strongly, indeed, are we impres- 
sed with the value of this measure from ample 
observation, that we consider parents in town 
who have the means of giving their families 
the advantage of couniry air, and neglect it, 
deficient in one of their chief duties. To 
young females, who, by the habits of society, 
are much more confined to the house than boys 
——a temporary annual residence in the country 
becomes a measure of stil] greater importance, 
and should be continued at least to the full 
period of their growth. We have reasons to 
believe that the advantages of country air to 
the young and delicate are not yet sufficiently 
appreciated by the profession; end we are 
therefore, anxious to call their attention to it, 
that they may use their influence with the pub- 
lic. upon whose minds, if they succeed in im- 
pressing the full value of pure air, they will be 
the means of contributing greatly to the health 
of the rising generation.— [Dr. Sir James

DESULTORY SKETCHES. 

A Massachusetts Register of 1793 having 

fallen into my hands, and being upon the whole 
a rare avis, | give you a few only of my glean- 
ings from its venerable pages. The popniation 
of Massachusetts including the then District 
of Maine, in 1790, was 378.787. That of the 
United States was a little short of four millions. 
George Washington was President and John 
Adams, Vice President of the United States. 
John Hancock, Governor, and Samuel Adams, 
Lieutenant Governor of Massachusetts. The 
Governor’s Council were Samuel Hol!ten, Mo- 
ses Gill, Ozor Orne, Edward Cutts, Thomas 
Durfee. Eleazer Brooks, Oliver Wendell, Wil- 
liam Shepard and James Warren. The State 
Senators for Suffolk and Norfolk were William 
ileath, Siephen Metcalf, Thomas Dawes, Ben- 
jamin Austin, Jr. and Ebenezer Thayer, Jr. 
The Representatives from Boston, were Wil- 
liam Tudor, Charles Jarvis, John Coffin Jones, 
Jonathan Mason, William Eustis, Joseph 
Blake and Thomas Edwards ; from Quincy, 
Peter B. Adams ; Weymouth, Nathani2! Bai- 
ley ; Milton, Edward H. Robbins. Collector 
of the Port of Boston, Benjamin Lincoln. Post- 
master, Jonathan Hastings. There were but 
three banks in the Cotnmonwealth, viz: the 
Massachusetts and Unionin Boston, and Essex 
Bank at Salem. The following directions 
were given relative to the daily business con- 
cerns of the Boston Banks. “ The Bark is 
open every day in the year except Sundays, 
public fasts, thanksgiving days, Commencement 
days, Election days; Christmas days, good 
Fridays and the fourth of July, from the hour 
of ten in the morning to one, and from three 
to five o’clock in the afterneon. Payments re- 
ceived or paid at the several banks must be 
'examined at the timeas 20 deficiency suggested 
afterwards will be admitted.” 
’ In 1792, there were scarce two hundred 
post offices in the Union. 3ut two mails 
were received at Boston per week from the 
south, occupying probably, several days in 
coming from New York. 

The municipal officers of Boston are insert- 
ed in full. We find Ezekiel Price, chairman 
of the Selectmen; the fanious William Cooper, 
Town Clerk ; Joseph Russel, Treasurer, and 
among the twelve Clerks of the market we 
find the name of John Quincy Adams, who then 
resided in Boston. Among the other town of- 
ficers are the names of many distinguished 
|men, such as Jonathan Mason, Samuel Park- 
|man, Thomas Melville, Russel Sturgis, Thom- 
as H. Perkins, etc. There were but twenty- 
six Physicians in Boston and but seventeen 
churches. The ministers of Braintree were. 


Ezra Weld, Jonathan Strong and Joel Briggs ; . 


,of Dorchester, Moses Everett (father of Gov- 
,ernor Everett) ; of Quincy, Anthony Wibird 
‘and William Montague ; of Weymouth, Jacob 
Norton and Simeon Williams; and Milton, 
Nathaniel Robbins. The Militia was in high 
repute in those days and well organized. Hen- 
ry Jackson of Bosten, John Fisk of Salem, 
John Brooks of Medford, William Shepard of 
Westfield, David Cotb of Taunton, Ichabod 
Goodwin of Berwick, William Lithgew, Jr. of 
Hallowell and Jolin Ashley of Sheffield were 
the Major Generals. ‘* Baron Steuben’s exer- 
cises is ordered to be practised throughout the 
| United States.” The judges of the Supreme 
Judicial] Court were Francis Dana of Cam- 
| bridge, Chief Justice, Robert Treat Paine of 
| Boston, Increase Sumner of Roxbury, Nathan 
| Cushing of Scituate and Thomas Dawes, Jr. of 
Boston, Associate Judges. “ ‘The salary of the 
iChief Justice is £370 per annum, and of the 
| other Justices £350 per annum to be paid quar- 
jterly without the addition of any fee or perqui- 
| site whatever.” ‘The Court of Common Pleas

CURRENCY.---NO. 2. 

In support of the charge made against Jack- 
son and Van Buren—for inthis Bank war they 
were one—I now proceed to produce the testi- 
mony which, it appears to me, ought to satis- 
fy any wan who is willing to hear reason, that 
the charge is true, 

In the House of Representatives that portion 
of the President's Message relating to the 
Bank was commitied to the Committee of 
Ways and Means. A Committee then and al- 
ways composed of a majority favorable to the 
Administraticn, and of which the chairman is 
‘necessarily in direct and constant communica- 
‘tion with the Executive. If Gen. Jackson had 
any reason for his insinuation against the 
soundness of the bank—any evidence to offer 
that it had failed to establish a uniform curren- 
cy, he would certainly have communicated his 
reasons and his evidence to this, his confiden- 
tral Committee. It is to be presumed that be- 
fore making a report this Committee heard all 
he had to offer on the subject, and gave all 
possible weight to whatever he said. But 
‘members of Congress in those days were made 
~of sterner stufl than their successors, they could 
not be bribed nor coaxed into asserting or en- 
dorsing what they knew to be false. The ad- 
ministration members of the Committee were 
George McDuffie of South Carolina, chairman ; 
Gen. Smyth of Virginia; Mr. Gilmore of Penn- 
sylvania ; and Judge Overton of Louisiana; 
all of them then, and for ought I know, now, 
among the warmest adherents of Gen. Jack- 
‘son. Task the candid attention of my readers 
to the following extract from their report : 

“ Bank credit and bank paper are so exten- 
sively interwoven with the commercial opera- 
tions of society, that even if Congress had the 
constitutional power, it would be utterly impos- 
sible to produce so entirea change in the mon- 
etary system of the country as to abolish the 
agency of burks of discount, without involving 
the community in all the distressing embarrass- 
ments usually attendant on great political revo- 
lutions, subverting to the titles to private 
property. 

* Soon after the expiration of the charter of 
the first Bank of the United States, an im- 
mense number of local banks sprung up under 
the pecuniary exigencies produced by the with- 
drawal of so large an amount of bank credit as 
necessarily resulted from the winding up of its 
concerns—an amount falling very little short 
of fifteen millions of dollars. These banks 
Being entirely free from the salutary control 
which the Bank of the United States had re- 
centiy exercised over the local institutions, com- 
menced that system of imprudent trading and 
excessive issues which speedily inrolced the coun- 
try in all the enbarrassments of a disordered 
currency. 

“ The Chief Magistrate in that part of his 
first message which relates to the Bank of the 
United States, expresses the opinion that “ zt 
has failed in the great end of establishing a uni- 
Jorm and sound currency.” After giving to 
this opinion all the consideration to which it is 
so justly entitled, from the eminent station and 
high character of the citizen by whom it is en- 
teriained, the committee are constrained to ex- 
press their respectful but decided dissent from it. 

* Haman wisdom has never effected, in any 
other country, a nearer approach to uniformi- 
ty in the currency than that which is made by 
the use of the precious metals. If, therefore, 
it can be shown that the bills of the United 
States Bank are of equal value with silver at 
all points of the Union, it would seem that the 
proposition is clearly made out that the bank 
has accomplished ‘“ the great end of establish- 
ing a uniform and sound currency.” It is not 
denied that the bills of the mother bank, and 

-of all its branches, are invariably and promptly 
‘redeemed in specie whenever presented at the 
offiees by which they have been respectively 
issued, and at which, upon their face, they 
purportte be payable. Nor is it denied that 
the bills of the bank, and of all the branches, 


-are equal to specie in their respective spheres 


of circulation. Bills, for example, signed by, 
the mother bank, are admitted to be equal to 
silver in Pennsyivania, and all those parts of 
the adjacent States of which Philadelphia is 
the market.

THOMAS MORTON. 

In a recent numberof the Boston Morning Post, 
there is a labored article relating to this renowned in- 
dividual. The annexed paragraph is copied from it. 


This person (Thomas Morton) was repeatedly aliu- 
ded to at the recent celebration at Quincy, and at con- 
siderable length, but we have seen no notice of him in 
any of the accounts of the celebration published in the 
newspapers, although he was quite as interesting 2 
character as was referred to during the festival At 
the outset, however, his name was very awkwardly, if 
not offensively, connected with that of Governor Mor- 
ton, by the President of the Dav. 

This statement is untrue. The name of this indi- 
vidual was not,as here stated,coupled with that of 
Governor Morton, either in an awkward or offensive 
manner. On the contrary, the President of the Day, 
Hon. Josiah Quincy, Jr., of Boston, presided, in a trn- 
ly laudable and decorous manner. He said nothing 
calculated to injure the feelings of either political 
party, about an equal number of which were present 
atthe celebration and shared in its festivities. We 
think, and we believe it was considered by all pres- 
ent, that the utmost praise ought to be awarded to the 
President of the Day for the truly interesting, impar- 
tial and highly courteous manner in which he disehar- 
ged the duties of the station which he was called to 
fill.

INTELLIGENCE OF THE PEOPLE. 

What is the reason, Mr. Editor, that your
